The prior art that seems to be most relevant in the sense of Rule 5.1 a) PCT for the 
present invention is disclosed in the united states patent US451 1823 (D1) which shows 
a circuit (Fig.1) having a power supply (4), a load (14), a switching bridge (9,10) and 
bridge capacitor (7). 

The problems to be overcome by the present invention as defined in claims 1 , 5 and 9 
are set out in the second paragraph on page 1 of the description of the present 
application. 

The subject-matter of independent claims 1 , 5 and 9 of the present application 
essentially differs from D1 by the power supply being directly connected to the load, the 
switching bridge and the bridge capacitor [in the circuit of D1 there are other circuit 
components in between]. D1 does not provide any hint for such direct interconnections 
of those circuit components. 

The subcet-matter of claims 1 , 5 and 9 thus appears new and inventive in the sense of 
Articles 33(2) and 33(3) PCT. The industrial applicability is obviously possible in the 
sense of Article 33(4) PCT. Dependendent claims 2-4, 6-8 and 10-32 concern 
advantageous embodiments of the invention defined in claims 1 , 5 and 9. 

Re Item VII Certain defects in the international application 

Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background art 
disclosed in the document D1 is not mentioned in the description, nor is this document 
identified therein. 

Claims 1 , 5 and 9 seem not to be correctly delimited against the closest prior art (D1) 
as would have been required by Rule 6.1 PCT.

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Re Item V Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial

The prior art that seems to be most relevant in the sense of Rule 5.1 a) PCT for the 
present invention is disclosed in the united states patent US451 1823 (D1) which shows 
a circuit (Fig.1) having a power supply (4), a load (14), a switching bridge (9,10) and 
bridge capacitor (7). 

The problems to be overcome by the present invention as defined in claims 1 , 5 and 9 
are set out in the second paragraph on page 1 of the description of the present 
application. 

The subject-matter of independent claims 1, 5 and 9 of the present application 
essentially differs from D1 by the power supply being directly connected to the load, the 
switching bridge and the bridge capacitor [in the circuit of D1 there are other circuit 
components in between]. D1 does not provide any hint for such direct interconnections 
of those circuit components. 

The subcet-matter of claims 1 , 5 and 9 thus appears new and inventive in the sense of 
Articles 33(2) and 33(3) PCT. The industrial applicability is obviously possible in the 
sense of Article 33(4) PCT. Dependendent claims 2-4, 6-8 and 10-32 concern 
advantageous embodiments of the invention defined in claims 1, 5 and 9.
